constitute a lottery. Warrants 
were issued for the arrest of the 
indicted men, but Hart said he 
expected them to appear volun- 
tarily in court on Thursday. 


Conviction of the charge of con- 
spiracy carries a $10,000 fine or 
two years in prison, or both. Con- 
viction of illegal use of th. mails 
is punishable by a $1000 fine or 
five years in prison, on each count. 

Hart said the indictments fol- 
lowed an investigation of the two 
companies by post office inspec- 
tors. Hart described the opera- 
tion of the companies as nation- 
wide, but said he had not learned 
the financial extent of their ac- 
tivities.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13—Coun- 
tries with continuing dollar short- 
ages will probably have to devalue 
their currencies in order to re- 
cover from their present diffi- 
culties, the executive directors of 


the International Monetary Fund 
say in their annual report, pub- 
lished here today. 

The directors don’t name Brit- 
ain or any other country in this 
connection but their comments 
would clearly seem to apply to 
London’s current crisis, as well as 
to the predicaments of several 
other western European countries. 

Currency devaluation alone 
won’t solve any country’s prob- 
lems, the fund’s directors say. It 
will help only if other drastic— 
and extremely painful—measures 
are adopted too. 

Trade Increase Urged. 

“Deficit” countries must prac- 
tice even greater austerity than 
now, they must work even harder, 
they must produce more efficient- 
ly and they must make greater 
efforts to sell their goods in dol- 
lar markets, according to the di- 
rectors, 

At the same time, “surplus” 
countries also must help get the 
world econémy back on an even 
keel, today’s report asserts. They 
must maintain their own prosper- 
ity at home, lower their trade bar- 
riers as much as possible and lend 
on a large Stale to “deficit” coun- 
tries. By “surplus” countries, the 
fund directors clearly mean, above 
all, the United States. 

The report was presented at the 
fourth annual meeting of the twin

Missouri. 

Approximately 300 representa- 
tives of municipalities, civic 
groups, insurance organizations 
other interested groups attended 
the one-day meeting. It was called 
by Gov. Forrest Smith to set up 
a state conference similar to Pres- 
ident Truman's National Confer- 
ence on Fire Protection. 

No officers were elected by the 
conference but executive and pro- 
gram committees previously ap- 
pointed by Smith will carry on 
the campaign, the Governor said. 
H. Roe Bartle General Chairman. 

The Governor said he would ap- 
point Dr. H. Roe Bartle of Kansas 
City, president of Missouri Valley 
College and now chairman of a 
conference committee, to enlist 
public support of the program, as 
general chairman.

SENATOR CHARGES 
LAW VIOLATION I 
AD BRITAN PLAN 


to Allow Purchase of 


Canadian Wheat With 
U.S. Dollars.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (UP) 
—Senator Butler (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, today protested as a “100 per, 
cent” violation of the law any 
plans to permit Britain to pur- 
chase Canadian wheat with Mar- 
shall plan dollars. 

In a Senate speech, Butler 
specifically attacked that part of 
the British - Canadian - United 
States agreement which would 
allow dollar-short Britain to use 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration funds for purchases out- 
side the United States. 

Protesting that the decision vio- 
lated a provision of the ECA law 
intended to encourage use of 
United States farm surpluses in 
the aid program, Butler sent 
telegrams to Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, Agriculture Secre- 
tary Charles F. Brannan and ECA 
chief Paul G. Hoffman. 

Would Stop Funds. 

“T suggest that if the adminis- 
tration persists in this attempt, 
the Comptroller General of the 
United States should be called 
upon to stop any expenditure for 
this purpose of funds appropri- 
ated for the Economic Co- 
operation Administration,” Butler 
said. 

This was the first formal Sen- 
ate protest on the outcome of the 
tri-nation talks, which ended 
yesterday. 

“It was fairly clear from the 
announcement and the news stories 
(about the conference) that it 
was decided to let the American 
farmer make the sacrifice,” Butler 
said. Asserting that the intent of 
Congress was clear in the ECA 
law, Butler said the conference 
decision was a “flagrant attempt” 
to bypass the law. 

Tne ECA law provides that “in- 


sofar as practicable,” ECA shall 
authorize procurement of United 
States farm commodities which 
are in surplus. 

Cripps’s Views on Program. 

The program agreed on by fi- 
nance ministers of the three pow- 
ers would, declared Sir Stafford 
Cripps, bring Britain’s dollar 
crisis under control and pave the 
way for Britain’s economic come- 
back. 
Cripps, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said the three-power 
decision “certainly” would halt 
further dangerous drains on Brit- 
ain’s gold and dollar reserves, and 
put the nation in a position to 
advance economically.

TRUMAN CALLS 
FOR WORLD TRADE 
AS WAY TD PEACE 


Backs Multilateral Trad- 
ing in Addressing Dele- 
gates to Monetary Fund 
and World Bank.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13. (UP) 
—President Truman asked the 
World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund today to tear 
away obstacles to international 
trade in the interests of world 
peace. 

Truman addressed representa- 
tives of the 48 member countries 
of the Bank and Fund as they 
gathered for their fourth annual 
conference. 

The President admonished the 
delegates to work for co-operation 
“on a world basis for the benefit 
of the world over.” 

Calling for reciprocal trade on a 
multilateral basis, Truman said: 

“Nothing contributes more to 
the peace of the world than fi- 
nance and development. You 
must do away with obstacles to 
international trade. We must 
buy the goods that you make best 
and we must be able to sell the 
goods that we make best. That is 
balance of trade and that will 
bring about monetary stability.” 

TRUMAN also told his audi- 
ence the United States “is vital- 
ly interested in the success of the 
United Nations.” 

“The President and Congress 
are doing everything they can to 
make the United Nations a going 
concern for the peace and welfare 
of the world.” 

Chairman Maurice Petsche, 
French Finance Minister, pre- 
sented to Truman a gavel made 
from a tree at Bretton Woods, 
N.H., where international agree- 
ments to found the Bank and 
Fund were reached in 1944.

Navy Officer’s General Charges Do 
Not Justify Hearing, Senator Says 


Russell Warns of Inquiry if Johnson Lays 
Heavy Hand on Aviation Arm but 
Doesn’t Expect Such Action. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
said today there may be Senate 
inquiry if Secretary of Defense 
Johnson lays a heavy hand on 
naval aviation. He added that he 
did not expect the defense chief 
to do such a thing, however. 

Russell, a member of the Sen- 
ate’s Armed Services Committee, 
took the position that the Senate 
is not justified in holding hearings 
on the basis of the “general state- 
ments” made Saturday by Capt. 
John G, Crommelin, a _ veteran 
naval officer. 

Crommelin contended the of- 
fensive power of the Navy is “be- 
ing nibbled to death” at the Pen- 
tagon, the enormous office build- 
ing which houses the Department 
of Defense. The naval officer said 
he hoped his statement would 
“blow the whole thing open and 
bring on another congressional in- 
vestigation.” 

His statement was the latest 
flare-up in the Navy’s long- 
smoldering fight against unifi- 
cation of the armed forces under 
the two-year-old law that put the 
Army, Navy and Air Force under 
a single defense establishment. 

Crommelin to Testify. 

Crommelin is to testify before 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee soon after it resumes hear- 
ings on Navy-Air Force matters 
Oct. 5. 

Senator Russel] told a reporter 
that he would favor a Senate in- 
quiry if Secretary Johnson should 
move to abolish Naval aviation 
or the Marine Corps. He said he 
did not think the secretary is 
going to abolish either of these 
Naval branches, but he added: 

“Of course, there may be some- 
thing going on that I don’t know 
about.” 

He said it took a lot of cour- 


age for Crommelin to speak out, 
and that he understands how 
Navy officers feel and is sympa- 
thetic with them.

navigator was not doing hig job, 
particularly as he knew the radio 
sets were all inaccurate on that 
particular night due to atmos- 
pheric conditions. I also feel from 
past experience that he should 
have been able to take us to Shan- 
non on celestial shots, that is, line 
of position shots.” 

Bessey was the first crewman to 
testify.

STATE JOBLESS PAY 
INITIAL CLAIMS DIP 
TO 3100 FOR WEEK 


Record Low for Year — 
Average Was 8000 a Week 
in January. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13 — 
Initial or first claims for unem- 
ployment compensation in Mis- 
souri dropped to 3100 last week, 
a record low for this year, C. A. 
Ricker, director of the State Di- 
vision of Employment Security, 
said today. Initial claims last 
January totaled about 8000 a 
week, he said. 

Approximately 22000 persons 
were receiving unemployment 
compensation benefits last week 
and total payments for the week 
were slightly more than $400,000. 
The maximum weekly payment is 
$20, based on previous earnings of 
the jobless person, but the aver- 
age benefit is about $16. 

First claims for benefits totaled 
32,908 last January. The monthly 
total dropped gradually, with some 
fluctuations, to 25,119 in June, 
and fell more sharply to 19,650 in 
July, 

Ricker said operating employes 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
who are on strike are not entitled 
to unemployment compensation 
benefits. Railroad employes are 
under the Federal Railway Labor 
Law and not the state jobless in- 
surance act. Workers who are 
covered by the-state act are not 
entitled to benefits if on strike.

UNRUH NOTEBOOK 
MAY GIVE LIGHT ON 
MIND OF KILLER 


Entries Tell of His Social 
Contacts With Other Men, 
Say Police. 


CAMDEN, N.J., Sept. 13 (AP)— 
A notebook diary found in the 
room of Howard B. Unruh is being 
examined by New Jefsey authori- 
ties seeking to shed further light 
on his killing of 13 persons. 

Unruh, former artillery man, is 
being held for examination at the 
New Jersey State Hospital for the 
Insane in Trenton. 

An operation will be performed 


there tomorrow to remove a bullet 
from his thigh. He was wounded 
just before his capture last Tues- 
day. 

Detectives disclosed yesterday a 


new search of Unruh’s bedroom 
uncovered a notebook filled with 
dated entries. 


The exact contents were not dis- 
closed but detectives said most of 
the entries told of Unruh’s social 
contacts with other men—some 
designated by first names and oth- 
ers only referred to as “a man.” 


Meanwhile, Police Judge John 
R. DiMona ordered a psychiatric 
examination of an 18-year-old 
Camden boy, who telephoned po- 
lice that he had “an urge to kill.” 

Judge DiMona said the youth— 
identified as Walter Zakrzewski— 
appeared “terribly upset over 
something” when he was inter- 
viewed by the jurist. 

In reply to a question, Zakrzew- 
ski said his condition “had noth- 
ing to do with the Unruh case,” 
Judge DiMona said. The youth 
was committed to the Camden 
county hospital, Lakewood, for 10 
days’ observation.

Prices on fall and winter mar- 
ketings of hogs will be main- 
tained at levels intended to aver- 
age out on a national basis to 90 


per cent of the parity price for 


hoge. The department intends to 
maintain this level month by 
month during the marketing sea- 
son. 

No specific prices will be an- 
nounced for indtvidual markets. 

In the past, the Government has 
announced individual support 
prices for various markets with 
week by week schedules of prices. 

The Government expects hog 
prices this Fall and Winter to drop 
at least to support levels as last 
spring’s pig crop, which was 15 
per cent larger than a year ear- 
lier, moves to market. The de- 
partment has said prices prob- 
ably will go down more than 18 
per cent.

Amendment of the city earnings 
tax law to provide exemptions for 
persons in the lower income 
brackets was advocated yester- 
day by Mayor Joseph M. Darst. 


He said, however, he has not 
determined on just what basis 


such exemptions should be given, 
whether through a blanket ex- 
emption which would affect every 
wage earner employed in the city, 
or through specified exemptions 
for dependents. 

“It is “very unfair” that per- 
Sons earning small salaries are 
not given exemptions of some 
sort, Darst said, adding that he 
believed such provision will have 
to be made “in order to get the 
State Legislature to go along with 
the city in the renewal of the 
state enabling act for the city 
earnings tax.” 

The present enabling act will 
expire July 18, 1950, unless ex- 
tended. A bill to extend the city’s 
authority to levy the tax of one- 
half of one per cent on.the gross 
incomes of individuals and net 
incomes of corporations in the 
city has been introduced in the 
State Legislature. It would ex- 
tend the tax until Dec. 31, 1952. 

The Mayor said he did not plan 
to seek any increase in the 
amount of the tax levy, which it 
now is estimated will provide $8,- 
000,000 revenue this fiscal year for 
the city. 

Darst expressed the opinion that 
the earnings tax revenue would 
not ‘be appreciably decreased 
through granting of exemptions 


because collections would con- 
tinue to increase for a time as a. 
result of more efficient operation | 
of the law. 

Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
declined to comment on the 
Mayor’s proposal for exemptions 
except to say, “It’s debatable.”

The Allied High Commissioners, 
John J. McCloy of the United 
States, Sir Brian Robertson of 
Britain, and Andre Francois-Pon- 
cet of Franc, extended congratula- 
tions to Heuss, who was elected by 
the electoral assembly on the sec- 
ond ballot yesterday.

Heuss Gives His Views. 

Heuss, 65-year-old leader of the 
| Free Democratic party and a po- 
litical scientist whose books were 
barred by Hitler, said the profound 
belief of the German people in “the 
common ideals of Christian democ- 
racy and social responsibility” will 
overcome all difficulties. 

He said it was the will of the 
German people to enter the great 
European community. 

The reception at Bad Godesburg 
concert hall was preceded by a 
conference between McCloy and 
Socialist leader Kurt Schumacher, 
who finished second in the presi- 
dential balloting. They were re- 
ported to have discussed econom- 
Ics. 
The reception was attended by 
most of the foreign consuls, the 
minister-presidents of the 11 west 
German states, top political lead- 
ers and Cardinal Joseph Frings of 


his hand, Communist Heinz Ren- 
ner walked over to greet Cardi- 
nal Frings, shookhis hand and 
talked to him for about five min- 
utes. 

Schumacher, one-armed, one- 
legged former Nazi concentration 
camp inmate, sat in the receiving 
line. 
his greatest political rival, Kon- 
rad Adenauer, Christian Demo- 
cratic leader, who will become 
West Germany’s first Chancellor. 

Adenauer Plays Top Role. 
Adenauer already has played 
such a leading role in fashioning 
the new Republic that some of 
his most ardent supporters have 
muttered occasionally about a 
“one man show.” From the time 
the Bonn convention began writ- 
ing the Republic’s constitution a 
year ago, he has been-the most 
dominant figure in German poli- 
tics. 

He presided over the convention 
as chairman, actively directing its 
course. One of his major victories 
in the constitutional convention 
was the selection of Bonn as the 
He will face another test 
soon on that issue in Parliament, 
with Frankfurt ‘ still bidding 
strongly with Socialist suport. 
When the August election gave 
Adenauer’s party a plurality in 
Parliament, he worked out the 
coalition with the Free Democrats 
and the German party which gave 
him a scant majority. 

Impressed by the force of the 
rightist coalition, a small band of 
West German Comunists appealed 
last night to the Socialists to join 
them in a common front against 
“reactionaries.” So far the Com- 
munist bid for an alliance has 
been ignored by the Socialists who 
are bitterly anti-Communist. 
Heuss was a Democratic party 
member of the Reichstag and a 
professor in Berlin when the Nazis 
came to power in 1933. Soon he 
was thrown out of all his offices 
and forbidden to lecture. 

The Nazis objected in particular 
to his book, “Study of Hitler.” A 
prolific author of books and news- 
papers and magazine articles, he 
was forbidden to write any more, 
and all his books were barred and 
burned. His home was- searched 
by Nazi police repeatedly. 

Reds Attack Heuss. 

Nevertheless, the Russian army 
newspaper Taegliche Rundschau 
in Berlin today declared that 
Heuss’' was once a Nazi sympa- 
It declared that “Heuss 
and re- 
called that in 1933, Heuss as a 
deputy voted to give totalitarian 
powers to the N 

Western sector papers in Ber- 
lin, on ‘the other hand, generally 
welcomed his election. 

After the war, Heuss became a 
professor at the Technical College 
at Stuttgart and Minister of Ed- 
ucation of Wuerttemberg-Baden 
state.

To Outlaw Genocide 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I appreciate deeply your editorials on 
the United Nations convention for the 
prevention and punishment of the crime 
of genocide. Your favorable attitude to- 
wards the problem of outlawing inter- 
nationally the mass destruction of na- 
tional, religious and racial groups ante- 
dates even the action of the United Na- 


' tions of Dec. 11, 1946. 


_ This most humanitarian of all treaties 
is now before the United States Senate 
as well as before many other parliaments 
of the world. Quibbling about legal points 
will not stop the triumphant march of 
human conscience which has been 
alerted by people of good will including 
yourself. 

The new direction of our civilization is 
boldly outlined by this treaty. Tyrannical 
governments have no right to kill off 
their citizens as a farmer would feel at 


~Viberty to kill his chickens. Nations, 


races and religious groups have their 
legitimate place in history and modern 
society. They produce great spiritual and 


* material values which enrich our world 


culture. 

The destruction of religious groups 
impoverishes the religious life of the 
world. Religion is neither national nor 
domestic. It transcends state boundaries 
and therefore the destruction of religious 
groups should be clearly understood as 
a matter of international concern. 

To thosé who would say that the geno- 
cide convention is inconsistent with 


American tradition or interests I pose 


the following questions: 

1. Do you know that four great Ameri- 
cans fought for the same principle? 
They are Presidents Theodore Roosevelt, 
Taft, Wilson, and Franklin Roosevelt, 
who fought against massacres in Tsarist 
Russia and in Romania, who tried to 
save the Armenians, and who fought the 
Nazi return of genocide, respectively? 

2. Why should you be indifferent to 
the fate of the Baltic peoples who 
brought up the charge of genocide in 
the United Nations? 

3. Do you know that the United States 
is on the receiving end of the evil of 
genocide because it is called upon to 
spend millions for rehabilitation of sur- 
vivors of genocide? 

4. Would you like to spend a night in 
a city where murder is not prohibited? 
Why do you agree to lawlessness in the 
world community? Why did you attack 
the Nuernberg judgment as an ex post 
facto law and now refuse to co-operate 


in the enactment of a law which would 


prevent ex post facto situations in the 
future? 

5. Why don’t you read carefully the 
genocide convention especially Article 5, 
which makes this treaty non-self-execut- 


‘ing and dependent upon implementing 


domestic legislation, which would have 
to be enacted according to the consti- 
tution of every nation? Through Article 
5 the constitutional peculiarities of every 
nation are safeguarded. Further safe- 
guards, if necessary at all, can be intro- 
duced by reservations, which are the ac- 
cepted custom in American as well as 
in foreign law. The genocide convention 
is in full accord with the moral prin- 
ciple of the American people and its 


- great Constitution. 


One feels that the majority of the 
American people see the problem in the 


correct light and are ready to act ac- 
cording to their conscience.

‘No one expected the three-power talks at 
Washington to solve Britain’s financial plight; 
the causes of that plight are too deep-seated 
te be resolved overnight. But the 10-point 
program, if it is fulfilled, should ease the 
drain on Britain’s dwindling gold and dollar 
reserves. Sir Stafford Cripps, who is not wont 
to engage in dramatic exaggeration, is con- 
vinced it will stop any further dangerous en- 
croachment on those reserves, 


No rabbits were pulled out of the hat by 
“the conferees. No nostrums were proposed. 
No magic snake oil was peddled. Instead, 
for the most part, the conferees dealt with 
things that are capable of accomplishment 
without undue hardship or unfairness to any 
of the countries involved. In the matter for 
example of stockpiling rubber and tin by the 
United States and Canada, who would not feel 
more secure if ample supplies of these two vital 
materials were stored away for emergency use? 
Or begrudge Britain the dollars such a trans- 
action would bring? 

In asking for an adjustment of customs pro- 
cedure on this side of the water, the British 
were only appealing for fair treatment. It is 
well known that customs rules have unfairly 
and often stupidly discriminated against Brit- 
ish products. An AP dispatch yesterday told 
how a shipment of china which arrived packed 
in sets had to be unpacked, sorted into indi- 
vidual groups on which duty was assessed, 
and then reassembled. Goods on which low 
tariffs apply have been reclassified in higher 
brackets. And so on. ‘ 


The limitations on the use of Marshall plan 
dollars by Britain may have seemed equitable 
when they were imposed, but in the light of 
experience it appears the Marshall plan would 
work better in the long run if Britain were 
freer to make certain purchases elsewhere than 
the United States in order not to increase its 
dollar indebtedness. Whatever temporary dis- 
advantage may accrue to certain American pro- 
ducers should be offset by the use of Marshall 
plan dollars in the best way to promote Euro- 
pean recovery—which is, of course, the whole 
objective of the Marshall plan. 


The proposal to review the debts Britain 
owes to other countries refers, for instance, to 
the situation between Britain and India. Britain 
is now supplying India with huge amounts of 
goods, and India is paying for them by asking 
Britain to reduce the blocked sterling credits 
that it built up during the war. This is whole- 
some to the extent that it reduces Britain’s 
debt, but in the present crisis it depletes British 
production and consumes goods that otherwise 
might be exchangeable for dollars. 


It was agreed at Washington that attempts 
should be made to stimulate American invest- 
ments abroad. Ordinarily, a creditor nation 
automatically makes such investments. But it 
is highly doubtful, in the present unsettled state 
of the world, and in view of currency and other 
difficulties, if American capital is ready to’ 
venture forth. However, it was for the very 
purpose of making development loans which pri- 
vate banks wouldn’t care to assume that the 
World Bank was created. It could play in the 
future a more useful role than it has in the past. 

Whether one likes it or not, the United 
States, as the world’s richest nation, must as- 
sume the responsibilities of world. leadership. 
This does not mean that we must continually 
finance the deficits of other countries with 
Marshall plan dollars; such check-writing hu- 
miliates the recipients without necessarily solv- 
ing their problems. The wiser thing to do is 
to attempt to create a natural balance between 
the hard money world and the soft money 
world—and the 10-point program just an- 
nounced is at least a tentative approach. 
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Hurry Away, Senator! 
_Though some object to missions overseas by 
members of Congress as junkets at the taxpay- ~ 
ers’ expense, we think the country frequently 
gains much more than it pays out for such ex- 
peditions. Certainly trips to Europe woke up 
certain Senators and Representatives to the need 
for a real Voice of America program to offset 
the Russian propaganda. The Senate has just 
now approved the absence of one of its mem- 
bers for three weeks to investigate the displaced 
persons problem in Europe. That member is 
Pat McCarran of Névada, who as chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, has been a 
one-man block to a decent DP admissions law. 
We hope Senator McCarran drops everything 
else he is doing, flies to the displaced camps 
and becomes converted on the spot. Perhaps 
while he is abroad he will remember that the 

McCarrans were once DPs in Ireland. 
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Germany's New Government 
The new German Government has taken the 
first step on the road of its destiny with the 
election of a coalition-backed President, Prof. 
Theodor Heuss. The combination of Christian 


*Democrats, Free Democrats and the German 


party was able to muster 412 of the 800 votes 
cast in Bonn to insure his choice. Prof. Heuss 
will now appoint the architect of fhe coalition, 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer, as chancellor. Like the 
French premier, the German chancellor will 
overshadow the president. 

Whether all votes in the new parliament will 
be as close as this one remains to be seen. It 
is certain, however, that new administration will 
be able to rule effectively only so long as its 
supporting combination stands firm. Dr. Ade- 
nauer’s Christian Democrats have been de- 
scribed as somewhat to the right of our Repub- 
licans. The Free Democrats, however, carry 
their conservatism to the verge of reaction. 
And the German party is intensely nationalistic. 
The question is which element will set policy. 
Dr. Adenauer commands the most votes, but 
he has given hostages to fortune. 

Secretary of State Acheson has expressed sat- 
isfaction over the way the German political 
picture is shaping up. He has discounted the 
coalition’s nationalistic and anti-American cam- 
paign speeches as “normal manifestations of 
the democratic process.” Perhaps such dis- 
turbing manifestations as demands for a return 
to the old imperial colors of red, white and 
black, the re-adoption of “Deutschland Ueber 
Alles” as the national anthem, and General 
Halder’s book on Hitler—in which he seeks to 
build up the old myth of the invincibility of the 
German army-—may pass. ; 

‘But this is no time to overlook the fact that 


man and Nation and the conservative Econo- 
mist, are apprehensive. 

More e ging is the knowledge that the 
new government will be stoutly anti-Communist. 
Also, it will have*to contend with the spirited 
opposition of the Social Democrats (SPD), Flat 
predictions, one way or the other, are out of 
order. But the Germans certainly will bear 
watching as more and more power is delivered 
into their hands. 
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The Worst Crime 

Senator John Foster Dulles and Congress- 
man Emanuel Celler are disappointed and 
amazed by the American Bar Association’s re- 
cent stand on genocide—the destruction of 
peoples. The bar’s St. Louis convention was 
startling for the way it revealed opposition to 
international law. 

If murder is bad, genocide is the multiplica- 
tion of murder. What the bar did was to “ab- 
hor” the crime, but to oppose Senate ratifica- 
tion of the UN treaty that would establish geno- 
cide as a crime. Lawyers argued that the 
treaty would lead to foreign intervention and 
the overriding of domestic law in such cases as 
lynching. 

The fact is that lynching is not genocide. 
Genocide is the systematic destruction of a peo- 
ple on racial, religious, cultural or other 
grounds. As for the bar’s fear of superseding 
American law, Mr. Celler terms that “erro- 
neous.” The UN convention itself proclaims 
that it shall be ratified by nations “in ac- 
cordance with their respective constitutions.” 


Some of the same lawyers who criticized 
the Nazi war crimes trials, on grounds that no 
law against genocide existed, now oppose the 
attempt to construct the necessary law. As Sen- 
ator Dulles observes, “It is hard to see how 
a beginning can be made if the nations are 
not willing to ban the crime of genocide.” 


Beyond a solicitude for mistaken technicali- 
ties, the bar’s debate indicated one brand of 
political isolationism. Ironically, it put the 
conservative bar association firmly on Rusia’s 
side of the argument. The Soviet Union op- 
poses a world law against genocide with the 
same excuse of interference in domestic affairs. 


Actually what Russia fears is the charge 
of the Baltic peoples that they are being de- 
stroyed, either by extermination or by the dis- 
ruption of families. Russia is afraid that the 
UN will air this accusation. The UN showed 
its moral power when Pakistan accused India 
of genocide, and a UN commission helped end 
the slaughter of Moslems. 

Australia, Norway, Iceland and Ethiopia have 
ratified the UN convention on genocide. UN 
debate suggests that the other 16 signatures 
needed to make the treaty effective are assured. 
And it is unlikely that the Bar Association’s 
limited ideas will affect ratification by the 
United States Senate. The obvious place to 
begin building world justice is to outlaw the 
worst of crimes. 
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The Thinking of a Free Mind 


The measure of a Supreme Justice is in the 
stand he takes in the decisions of the court and 
the way in which he takes his stand, In his 
short span of six years on our highest court, Mr. 
Justice Rutledge stood out as one of the freest 
men ever to serve on that bench. If he would 
have no part of a decision, he said just that. A 
sampling of his judicial writing appears under 
the cartoon on this page. The sound, solid body 
of work which it represents is the bequest of 
the mind and heart of Wiley Rutledge.

Case of Missouri vs. Fire 

Gov. Smith’s conferees on fire safety will 
find plenty of work cut out for them in the 
varied phases of the problem which they 
mean to attack, such as legislation, enforce- 
ment and finance. Under the heading of 
legislation they will find that state author- 
ities have no power to close a hospital no 
matter how great the fire hazard. 

Under the heading of enforcement, they 
will find that too often hazards are discovered 
but the offender doesn’t correct them and the 
inspectign agency can’t or doesn’t compel him 
to. Sometimes this problem is mixed with 
the problem of finance and the problem of 
finance is mixed with the problem of legis- 
lation. That is true at the St. Louis State 
Hospital. 

A state legislative subcommittee found 
many hazards there on an inspection trip 
earlier this year and Supt. Kohler said the 
hazards had been cited in reports going back 
to 1941, together with recommendations for 
correcting them, but the funds to do it never 
had been supplied. 

Disasters like the fires at the Buckingham 
Hetel annex here, the Coconut Grove night 
club in Boston, the ha Salle Hotel in Chicago, 
the Winecoff Hotel in Atlanta and the Effing- 
ham (Ill.) hospital have all taught costly les- 
sons and shocked people into a determina- 
tion to act. How long did the determination 
last, and did it wear off or was it worked off? 
As we said a few months ago, it would be 
very constructive to have a follow-up six 
months after every such disaster to find out 
what has happened about the good resolutions 
that followed it. 

The Governor’s conference on fire safety 
can do Missouri a real service by setting it- 
self up as an indefatigable watchdog to make 
sure the lessons that have been learned are 
applied and don’t have to be learned all over 
again.

The Credo of Wiley Rutledge 


Extracts from Opinions of the Late Supreme Court Justice 


In the New Jersey school bus case of 
1947, in which a bare majority of the court 
held that a state could furnish bus service 
to parochial schools, Justice Rutledge spoke 
for himself and Justices Frankfurter, Jack- 
son and Burton, in a historical examina- 
tion of the separation of church and state. 
One of his conclusions: 


The reasons underlying the Amendment’s 
policy have not vanished with time or 
diminished in force. Now as when it was 
adopted the price of religious freedom is 
double. It is that the church and religion 
shall live both within ana upon that free- 
dom. There cannot be freedom of religion, 
safeguarded by the state, and intervention 
by the church or its agencies in the state’s 
domain, or dependen- 
cy on its largesse. 

The great condition 
of religious liberty is 
that it be maintained 
free from sustenance, 
as also from other 


_interferences, by the 


state. For when it 
comes to rest upon 
that secular founda- 
tion, it vanishes with 
the resting. Public 
money devoted to 
payment of religious 
costs, educational or 
other, brings the 
quest for more. It 
brings too the struggle of sect against sect 
for the larger share, or for any.... 

We have staked the very existence of 
our society on the faith that complete sep- 
aration between the state and religion is 
best for the state and best for religion. 


Justice Rutledge 


The rights of accused persons and those 
unfairly convicted were a deep concern of 
Justice Rutledge. His blunt opinion in the 
Marino case, 1947, focussed attention what 
he called the “merry-go-round” in Illinois 
criminal procedure for persons not repre- 
sented by counsel when convicted. De- 
nouncing this, he said: 


It would be nothing less than an abdica- 
tion of our constitutional duty and function, 
to rebuff petitioners with this mechanical 
formula whenever it may become clear that 
the alleged state remedy is nothing but a 
procedural morass offering no substantial 
hope for relief. Experience has convinced 
me that this is true of Illinois. Only one 
rational conclusion may be drawn: That the 
Illinois procedural labyrinth is made up en- 
tirely of blind alleys, each of which is use- 
ful only as a means of convincing the fed- 
eral courts that the state road which the 
petitioner has taken was the wrong one. 
(Following this blast, the situation was cor- 
rected, in part by a new rule of the Iili- 
nois Supreme Court, in part by the Legisla- 
ture.) 


In Payne and Foster vs. Ilinois, also a 
right-to-counsel case, he said in dissent: 


A system so callous of the rights of men, 
not only in their personal freedom but in 
their rights to trial, comporting with any 
conception of fairness as to tolerate such 
action, is in my opinion wholly contrary to 
the scheme of things the nation’s charter 
establishes. Courts and judges, under that 
plan, owe something more than the nega- 
tive duty to sit silent and blind while men 
go on their way to prison, for all that ap- 
pears, for want of ahy hint of their rights. 


The Taft-Hartley Act forbids unions to 
make political expenditures in national 
elections. When Philip Murray brought a 


test case by urging readers of a CIO news- 


paper to vote for a certain candidate, a 
Supreme Court majority of five Justices 


legislators may go in accurately assessing 
undue or disproportionate weight as distin- 
guished from making accurate findings and 
conclusions concerning corruption. ... 


A statute which, in the claimed interest 
of free speech and honest elections, curtails 
the very freedoms that make possible ex- 
ercise of the franchise by an informed and 
thinking electorate, and does this by indis- 
criminate blanketing of every expenditure 
made in connection with an election... 
cannot be squared with the First Amend- 
ment. (United States vs. CIO, 1948.) 


In the Schneiderman case, 1948, the court 
held that the Government could not revoke 
a man’s naturalization because he was sud- 
sequently found to be a Communist. In 
defense of this majority view, Justice Rut- 
ledge said: 


If, 17 years after a federal court adjudged 
him entitled to be a citizen, that judgment 
can be nullified and he can be stripped of 
his most precious right, by nothing more 
than re-examination upon the merits of the 
very facts the judgment established, no 
naturalized person’s citizenship is or can be 
secure. ... No citizen with such a threat 
hanging over his head could be free. If he 
belonged to “off-color” organizations or 
held too radical, or, perhaps, too reaction- 
ary views, for some segment of the judicial 
palate, when his admission took place, he 
could not open his mouth without fear his 
words would be held against him....

No man or group is above the law. All 
are subject to its valid commands. So are 
the governments and the courts. If, as I 
think, Congress has forbidden the use of 
labor injunctions in this and other cases, 
that conclusion is the end of our function. 
And if modification of that policy is to be 
made for such cases, that problem is for 
Congress in the first instance, not for the 
courts. 


Expressing the minority opinion that the 
Japanese Gen. Yamashita had been sen- 
tenced to death for war crimes without a 
fair trial, he wrote: 


It is not too early, it is never too early 
for the nation steadfastly to follow its great 
constitutional traditions. ... This long held 
attachment makes the great divide be- 
tween our enemies and ourselves. 


Wiley Rutledge believed that the Four- 


teenth Amendment meant just what it 


said, that “no state shall make or en- 
force any law which shall abridge the 
privilege of immunities of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or property, 
without due process of law; nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.” His dis- 
turbance over the fact that the Court had 
applied this amendment to some constitu- 
tional guarantees and not to others is re- 
flected in his dissent in Wolf vs. Colorado, 


One should not reject a piecemeal wis- 
dom, merely because it hobbles toward 
the truth with backward glances.

J fine print, in this instance, is 
a ghost. 
It is a ghost that haunts Amer- 


ican policy-makers and those who 
would influence that policy. In a 
footnote, Chairman Carroll R. 
Daugherty deals 

with the theories 

of the late Lord 

Keynes.

the Keynesian

pioned still by many former CIO 
New Dealers. The root of the argu- 
ment presented to the board for 
the CIO Steel Workers’ Union was 
that only by a wage increase could 
the “recession” be prevented from 
‘becoming a depression.

The board rejected that argu- 
ment. This is certain to have a 
marked effect on the status of 
ardent Keynesians within the Tru- 
man Fair Deal, conspicuously 
Leon Keyserling, one of the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. It can also have important 
political consequences. 

While rejecting any wage in- 
crease, the other two board mem- 
bers leave the delicate task of in- 
terpreting Keynes entirely to 
Daugherty. Far from being scorn- 
ful of the brilliant British econ- 
omist, he refers to him as “the 
Master.” 

Nor does he reject outright 
Keynes’ basic theory. Rather, in a 
discussion that reads like an in- 
terpretation of Holy Writ, he de- 
clares that Keynes never ap- 
proved the idea of a wage in- 


crease to offset the threat of a 
depression. 


Nathan’s Dogmatism. 


“The error,” Daugherty writes, 
“appears to lie in carrying too 
dogmatically and rigidly the view 
of Keynes that wage rates in gen- 
eral are not only an element of 
firms’ cost but also an element in 
the demand for firms’ products. 
Many American Keynesians stress 
the demand side of wage-rate 
changes much more than the cost 
side. The business man, thinking 
mainly of his own enterprise and 
not much about the economy as 
a whole, emphasizes the cost ele- 
ment of such changes.”

workers if they were to be able 
to keep on buying the products of 
America’s vast industrial machine. 
This argument was documented 
at length by ex-New Dealer Rob- 
ert R. Nathan, who was retained 
by the union for that purpose. 
On the other side, the compa- 
nies stoutly maintained that a 
boost in wages would mean a cor- 
responding boost in prices. And 
with higher prices, the average 
citizen would be able to buy fewer 
goods. Therefore the economic 
picture would grow darker. 


A Slight Sop. 


Chairman Daugherty goes on to 
say that no one can really be sure 
of which of these two conse- 
quences would flow out of an in- 
crease. Daugherty concludes: 

“The long-term need is for 
steady economic expansion. Be- 
cause the effects of a wage-rate 
change under present conditions 
are unpredictable, it seems best 
not to tamper now with the gen- 
er! level of wage rates.” 

There is a slight sop to the 
Keynesians in the board’s empha- 
sis that its decision on wages ap- 
plies only “under present condi- 
tions.” If the companies’ cost of 
manufacturing steel declines as a 
result of the modernization of 
plant and technique now going for- 
ward, then the companies will be 
faced with the necessity of a 
choice. They will either have to 
lower the prices of their product 
or increase the wages of their 
workers. Social insurance and 
pensions, in the board’s interpreta- 
tion, contribute to the stability of 
the economy at a high level of 
employment. 


Powerful Force. 


Lord Keynes’ last visit to Wash- 
ington befere his death was in 
November of 1945. He was then 
helping to carry on negotiations 
for a loan to Britain. Keynes be- 
lieved with deep conviction that 
a loan of less than five billion dol- 
lars would fail to restore England 
to financial solvency. 

When a figure of $3,750,000,000 
Was agreed to and when certain 
monetary stipulations that he op- 
posed were included in the terms, 
he returned to England with a 
crushing sense of failure and a 
deep pessimism. His serious heart 
condition was aggravated, and he 
died a year Jater. 

His gloomy prophecies made pri- 
vately at that time seem to have 
been correct. It was too little, if 
not also too Jate. Nevertheless, as 
this latest instance shows, the 
Keynesian theory is a powerful 
force in contemporary life. The

$64,689 HEART GRANT 
T0 UNIVERSITIES TERE 


Washington and St. Louis U. 
Get Part of $8,614,737 
Research Fund. 


Grants of $64,689 have been 
made to St. Louis University and 
Washington University for teach- 
ing and research in heart disease, 
it was announced simultaneously 
today in Washington and_ St. 
Louis. 

St. Louis University grants 
amounted to $48,980, schéol offi- 
cials said, and Washington Uni- 
versity’s grants totaled $15,709. 
The money is part of a fund of 
$8,614,737 awarded to 85 medical 
school and research institutions in 


34 states for intensjfied heart re- 
search, expanded teaching pro- 
grams and construction of heart 
laboratories. 

Surgeon General Leonard A. 
Scheele of the Public Health Serv- 
ice said the grants “mark the first 
broad-scale federal support of the 
attack on heart disease under the 
National Heart Institute of the 
Public Health Service. 

Of the sum granted St. Louis 
University, $11,000 is for a re- 
search project under the direction 
of Dr. Albert Kyntz; $6700 is for 
research in the relationship be- 
tween nerves and blood vessels; 
$17,000 for research in peripheral 
circulation under the direction of 
Dr. Alrick B. Hertzman, professor 
of physiology, and $14,000 for an 
expanded training program direct- 
ed by Dr. E. Lee Schrader, asso- 
ciate professor of internal medi- 
cine. 

All the work will be done at the 
medical school. 

Washington University will re- 
ceive $6177 for research under Dr. } 
John R. Smith and $8532 for im- 
proving the training program un- 
der Dr. W. Barry Wood. 

Surgeon General Scheele point- 
ed out that the Heart Institute 
grants complement the programs 
of the American Heart Associa* 
tion and other non-governmental 
groups. Alone, he said, neither 
the privately-supported programs 
nor the federal effort would pro- 
vide this urgently needed mobili- 
zation of forces against the lead- 
ing cause of death in the United 
States. 

Heart disease is regarded as 
the cause of about 650,000 deaths 
each year.

Eskelund, who is gathering ma- 
terial for a book on impressions 
of the American people, said that 
most Europeans think of Ameri- 
cans as “hard-boiled capitalists 
and Shylocks.” 

“T hope to correct this impres- 
sion in my book,” Eskelund said. 
“T have found American people 
easy going and generous in their 
judgments of people and their will- 
ingness to help people anywhere 
who need money. 

“The Marshall plan is an amaz- 
ing thing and I hope to make 
Europeans realize they should ap- 
preciate it more. If Europeans 
were doing the giving under the 
plan, Americans would not fare

so well—wé wouldn’t be so gener- 
ous.” 

Mrs. Eskelund, whom the author 
married in 1939 while serving with 
an American news bureau in Pe- 
king, said she gets a letter once 
a month from her mother, still 
living in Communist-occupied 
China. 

“The attitude of the people there 
since the Communists came is 
‘wait and see,’” Mrs. Eskelund ob- 
served. “They were told the Reds 
would be terrible. So far they ap- 
parently have not been terrible. 
Now the people are waiting to see 
if they will become so. Most people 
in China don’t care who’s in pow- 
er, anyway, just so they get some- 
thing to eat.” 

Eskelund attended the Univer- 
sity of Missouri School of Journal- 
ism in 1938-39. 

He has served as a correspond- 
ent for American news services 
and foreign publications in China, 
Indo-China, Finland, Denmark, 
Norway and Romania. He is the

Gov. Smith.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13— 
The State Board of Public Build- 
ings directed Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor last night to begin con- 
demnation proceedings to acquire 
a site near the Capitol for a pro- 


building. The board decided the 
price asked by the owners of the 
land was too high. 

Owners of the five tracts and 
buildings involved aré asking for 
a total of $235,000 for their prop- 


of $23,100. 

“The asking price is at least 
$60,000 more than the probable 
value,” said Gov. Forrest Smith, 
chairman of the board, in an- 
nouncing condemnation procedure 
would be used to acquire the tract. 
, The vote of the board was two 
to one on selection of the site, on 
the south side of Capitol avenue, 
between Jefferson street and the 
Governor Hotel. The site fronts a 
block occupied by the executive 
mansion and a state-owned park- 
way. 

Smith and Lt. Gov. James T 
Blair voted for acquisition of this 
site, the Governor said. Attorney 
General Taylor, the third member, 
voted no, Taylor advocated con- 
struction of the new building on 
part of a state-owned parkway be- 
tween the Capitol and executive 
mansion, 

Three other sites near the Capi- 
tol were considered, each of them 
priced at $224,000 or more. 

Smith said condemnation pro- 
ceedings would be filed in Cole 
County Circuit Court by the At- 
torney General as soon as possible. 
He said the board hoped to begin 
construction of the building soon 
after the first of the year.

Fight Over Film Has 
Ingrid in the Middle

HAT volcanic Stromboli film has erupted 

T again and is spitting love, fire and legal lan- 
guage all over Hollywood-by-the-Tiber. 

Unless somebody even sweeter than Ingrid 
Bergman can wheedle Roberto Rossellini into 
surrendering to Howard Hughes the opening 10 
minutes of “after the storm,” which he has hid- 
den, the Eternal City’s fathers may have to post- 
pone Holy Year until the air gets clearer. 

The jiu-jitsu over where thousands of feet of 
exposed film shall be cut and who shall wield 
the scissors seems like a press agent’s farce un- 
til one approaches within swinging distance of 
the embittered principals. 

At ringside, however, it is recognizable as a 
genuine struggle between Hollywood's mercurial

financier in defense of a $1,000,000 investment 
and Italy’s most talented director for his art, 
his money, his star and his possible future wife. 

Trapped in the middle is Ingrid, pleading for 
peace, while her farewell film, still dismembered, 
migrates like a tribal totem between caches on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 


Ingrid having split with RKO officials here 
over their stiff attitude toward Rossellini, tele- 
phones Hughes regularly. Her last call to Hol- 
lywood was made Wednesday. Ingrid and Ros- 
sellini dine here with Greta Garbo and they are 
rivaling that shy siren in inaccessibility.

IN THE FOOTAGE WHICH Rossellini has 
buried Ingrid meets her audience as a bruised 
refugee in a camp for stateless women which 
actually exists at Farfa near Rome. By an op- 
portunist marriage to a poor fisherman she es- 
capes the barbed wire but is spiritually redeemed 
only through sharing his poverty on the smok- 
ing shores of Stromboli. 

Rossellini is withholding the camp scenes, he 
says, because the Italian Government demands 
the right to censor them. RKO’s soured opera- 
tives here, however, charge Rossellini with refus- 
ing even to develop the sequence for censorship 
in order to get a hammerlock on Hollywood and 
thereby escape from an earlier promise to go 
there. 

When the Stromboli production lagged with its 
Italian production boss dead of suffocation on 
voleano’s peak and Bergman’s $17,500 weekly 
salary giving the auditors concern, Hughes sent 
Harold Lewis, hustling veteran producer, to 
needle Rossellini into more speed and less spear- 
fishing with Ingrid. Rossellini signed a pledge 
to deliver all the finished footage to RKO’s law- 
yer here, Ercole Graziadei, and did, until the 
Farfa scenes which he halted. 


RKO agreed to boost the budget from $600,000 
to what later proved to be $1,000,000 and not to 
sue Rossellini for overtime which eventually ran 
63 days beyond the scheduled 66. 

Two separate, but similar negatives were made. 
One was flown to Hollywood, the other retained 
by Rossellini for his guidance. Lewis last week 
took possession of Rossellini’s copy in a sur- 
prise raid on the latter’s laboratory, incensing 


the Italian.

THE CELLULOID BATTLE is complicated by 
the vexed marital status of Ingrid and Roberto. 
While RKO press agents here were still uphol- 
stering with folksy details Ingrid’s assertion in 
May that she would rejoin her husband soon, 
Ingrid announced Aug. 5 she was seeking a di- 
vorce from Dr. Peter Lindstrom of Hollywood. 


A joint return to the United States by Ros- 
sellini and Bergman became impractical in terms 
of the expected onslaught by the press and pain- 
ful encounter with Ingrid’s beloved daughter Pia. 
Rossellini then jolted RKO by asking that the 
vital splicing task be transferred back to Rome 
because he. declines to absent himself from 
Ingrid. : 

Hughes, Hollywood’s best-armored bachelor, 
took the attitude, according to RKO here, that 
the picture required his scissors as well as Ros- 
sellini’s. It was the director’s duty to journey 
to California and not his to go to Rome, accord- 
ing to contract, even if the Italian faced dis- 
agreeable legal or other action from Ingrid’s hus- 
band. 

The Italian Government has now peppered this 
minestrone by stopping Lewis from shipping to the 
United States the negative which he lifted from 
Rossellini’s studio. Rossellini’s lawyer got the 
export ban by claiming that the negative actual- 
ly belongs not to RKO, but to Rossellini’s and 
Bergman’s Italian subcorporation, Berit. Berit 
is an affiliate of Bero, the American parent cor- 
poration headed by Lou Wassermann of the Musi- 
cal Corporation of America. Bero is financed by 
RKO which promises Bergman and Rossellini 
37.5 per cent of the profits and itself gets the 


rest. 
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_ THE LATEST TERMS Ingrid has obtained 
from Hughes by trans-Atlantic phone are that 
Hughes will waive Rossellini’s obligation to go 
to Hollywood provided Rossellini surrenders all 
the negatives, especially the Farfa scenes and 
completes the semi-final cutting operating in 
Rome. Hughes retains the final surgical rights 
in Hollywood. 

Art Cohn, writer on the film, is attempting 
to persuade Rossellini to accept these terms even 
though they mean the Italian must relinquish the 
prized authority over his best known and Ingrid's 
final picture. 

Edging Rossellini toward decision, RKO offi- 
cials have phoned from Hollywood that they will 
sever the picture’s head if Rossellini further de- 
lays submitting the Farfa scenes to Italian cen- 


sorship. ,

Word for It

ODAY’S teenagers have been 
T writing such a_ blood-stained 
record of carnage by automo- 
bile that they nave added a ghast- 
ly new word to the dictionary of 
death. It’s “teenicide.” 
“Teenicide” was coined by a 
casualty company for the purpose 
of designating: 1. Death caused by 
automobile driver under 20 years 
of age, usually the result of reck- 
lessness or immature judgment; 2, 
A teen-ager who kills someone or 
is killed himself in an automobile 
accident; 3. A general term in rec- 
ognition of the fact that drivers 
under 20 are involved in a dispro- 
portionately high number of high- 
way fatalities in the United States. 
According to reliable figures, out 
of 32,500 traffic deaths in the 
United States in 1947, teenicides 
were responsible for nearly 25 per 
cent—and this does not include 
the mature drivers and pedestri- 
ans killed by this group. When a 
teenicide pets behind the wheel of 
a car, he is twice as dangerous as 
the mature adult. Drivers in the 
16-20 age group are involved in 
five times as many accidents as 
the 45-60 group. Sixteen-year-olds 
alone are involved in nine times as 
many accidents as the 45-60 group! 


We are now face to face with 
one of the grimmest facts of our 
existence today; the teen-ager is 
a dangerous person at the wheel 
of an automobile. And the kind of 
crashes they have are worse. /”o- 
licemen, ambulance drivers and 
attendants know that. And yes, 
the undertakers know it, too. Let’s 
face it, teen-agers. Let’s face it, 
parents. Teenicide must be 
stamped out? 
an problem “must be ap- 

toached in three ways, according 
@q James S. Kemper, chairman of 
‘#umbermens, who believes that 
parents must accept the major 
share of responsibility for teeni- 
cides. First, teen-agers must have 
sound educational programs, pref- 
erably in schools, to teach better 
driving. Second, stricter police en- 
forcement of traffic rules and 
stricter requirements for drivers’ 
licenses. (Four states require no 
license at: any age, eight states 
allow boys and girls of 15 to drive 
and the legal age is 16 in most 
states). Third, and most impor- 
tant, parents themselves should 
not only teach the technical points 
of good driving, but should set an 
example themselves.

“The Devil Take the Hindmost.” 


HE Latin poet, Horace, who 
T lived in the first century B.C. 

and saw eight years of the 
Christion era, once wrote: “Plague 
seize the hindmost.” This may be 
how it all started—that is, the 
emphasis seventeenth century 
English writers placed on the 
penalty of being slow or the last 
at anything, so often expressed 


with the now familiar words, 
“Devil take the hindmost.” 


The seventeenth century Was a 
time of much moralistic writing, 
so it is not surprising that authors 
of the period should have personi- 
fied evil results or punishments 
with the devil. It is not in a 
moralistic tract, however, that the 
old saying had its first use in 
literature, but in the flippant 
context of a comedy. 

The well-known team of drama- 
tists, Beaumont and Fletcher, in 
their play “Philaster” which came 
upon the London scene in 1608, 
present the saying in such a way 
as to imply that is was already in 
colloqual use: “What if they run 
all away, and cry, ‘The Devil take 
the hindmost’.” 

The poet Dryden used the ex- 
pression in “An Evening’s Love,” 
as did the famous satirist, Samuel 
Butler, in his celebrated “Hudi- 


“The devil take the 
hindmost” into the literature of 
the next century, one finds it in 
more serious contexts, such as the 
following from Defoe, in his well- 
known “Everybody's Business”: 
“In a few years the navigation 
will be entirely obstructed. ... 
Every one of these gentlemen- 
watermen hopes it will last his 
time, and so they all cry, The 
devil take the hindmost’.”

Three pounds spareribs, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, one-fourth tea- 
spoon paprika, one-fourth tea- 
spoon chili powder, one-fourth tea- 
spoon poultry seasoning, one small 
onion, one can (8 oz.) tomato 
sauce, two cans (2 cups) water, 
one teaspoon sugar. 

Trim any excess fat from ribs. 
Place in a shallow baking pan so 
that ribs are in a single layer, if 
possible. For easier handling, 
measure seasonings and spices 
and mix together, Sprinkle uni- 
formly over ribs on both sides. 
Slice onion over top and pour 
tomato sauce over all. Add water 
and sprinkle sugar over sauce. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) for about one and one- 
half to two and one-half hours or 
until very tender—baste often and 
turn ribs several times during 
cooking... The cooking time de- 
pends on the age of the animal 
when slaughtered. Add more wa- 
ter if necessary, but sauce should 
be thick enough to cling to meat 
when done. Four servings. 

Barbecued Hamburgers. 

One pound ground bottom round 
steak; one teaspoon salt, one cup 
soft bread crumbs, one-half cup 
milk, one medium onion (size egg) 
finely chopped, one-half cup short- 
ening, one-sixteenth teaspoon pep- 
per, three tablespoons Worcester- 
shire sauce, two tablespoons cider 
vinegar, one-fourth cup sugar, one 
cup chili sauce.

HYDE PARK, Monday. 

HIS is a busy time of the year, 
T with children going back to 

school and people just coming 
back from vacations, so We are 
apt to overlook many things that 
ordinarily would strike us as im- 
portant, 

None of us, however, can forget 
that we have had and are atill 
having one of the worst epidemics 
of infantile paralysis that ever 
struck this country. It is so bad 
that the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis is asking every- 
one during this week to make an- 
other contribution instead ef wait- 
ing for the usual March of Dimes 
drive. Funds are very low and we 
are told that money will be need- 
ed, which is not now in hand, for 
the rest of: this year. 

Up to Aug. 27 the number strick- 
en had climbed to over 20,000, an 
medical authorities think we wil 
have at least 40,000 cases by the 
end of the year. In 1948 the total 
was only 28,000. 

Fortunately for us, we know 
now that More than half, perhaps 
as many as 75 per cent of the 
total number of cases will not be 
permanently disabled. In spite of 
that, however, the expense of giv- 
ing the early treatment is the 
same for the mild case as for the 
serious one. There is no immedi- 
ate diagnosis that differentiates 
between a mild and serious case. 

Last week the national head- 
quarters of the National Founda- 
tion sent out $438,353 to chapters 
that had run out of funds, and 
it is likely that similar financial 
help will be needed for the next 
two or three months, The founda- 
tion is asking for $14,500,000 from 
the people of the United States 
to be used entirely for epidemic 
service and the care of patients 
until the January 1950 March of 
Dimes replenishes the funds of 
the organization. 

I think that having just been 
to Warm Springs and seen pa- 
tients of every age—one almost a 
baby, many little children, some 
older children and adults—I feel 
more keenly than I might other- 
wise about the need for care, and 
care of the very best kind, to 
bring every patient back to max- 
imum activity. We are fortunate 


that so many cases in this epi- 
demic year have been mild ones 
and many sufferers have little or 
no paralysis. All of them, how- 
ever, must be carefully watched 
in the early stages and one can- 
not fail to give the best of care 
just because the money is not 
available. That is something tbe 
people of this country will not per- 
mit, I am sure. 

Therefore, I hope each and every 
one of us will feel a responsibil- 
ity to give an extra contribution 
at this time. We may even adda 
little, specifying that the founda- 
tion shall put the extra sum into 
a fund to intensify the research in 
some of the institutions which 
give promise of making real ad- 
vances in discdvering the cause 
and cure for this dread disease.

Confide in Teacher 
onfide in Teach

HEN you enter a child in a new school, either as a be- 
W ginner or a pupil in an upper grade, make a point of telling 
the teacher about any deficiency, or any special physical 
need that must be met in the classroom management. Tell her 
that the child is hard of hearing so that she can place him to 
the best advantage in the classroom. If his vision is deficient 
and he must wear glasses, but hates them and tries to do with- 
out them, tell the teacher. If he must leave the room between 
sessions or classes, explain the situation to the teacher. 

Some people think that telling the teacher about such mat- 
ters will set her against the child, make her think he is unfit, 
maybe a nuisance. In all the years I have dealt with teachers, 
I have never found that to be true. But I have found children 
suffering failure and defeat because they had defects the 
teacher knew nothing about. 

ee ee 

THE TEACHER is the pupil's friend. If he is not, he can- 
not teach him. Parents need to believe that, because it estab- 
lishes the right relationship between teacher and pupil, between 
home and school. The professional teacher, and there should 
be no other kind, never tells family secrets. She guards them 
with the same care and silence that the physician exercises 
in relation to his patients, so parents need not fear trusting 
them with the harmless secrets of defective hearing, vision, 
nerves and the like. 

When the teacher knows that the child needs special care 
and help, she sets the stage for it in the day’s program. The 
hard of hearing child is placed close to her and she makes 
certain he hears what she says. A helpful child is assigned 
to be this handicapped one’s helper and friend. 

¥ %*¥* ** 

THE CHILD whose eyes are weak is placed where he can 
see and has a friend assigned to help him. If the defect is 
very serious, there is a special teacher who coaches him in the 
class work for certain periods a day, after which he works with 
his classmates, 

Children work best when they belong to a group, so that 
we do not isolate them completely from the other children, 
unless it is quite out of the question to keep them in the group. 
The hard of hearing child must learn to live among hearing 


people, so he’s kept with hearing children as much as possible. 


The same practice applies to the other handicapped ones. 

Be sure to tell the teacher about any difficulty the child 
has to overcome, so that he can be helped. The teacher can’t 
help when she doesn’t know. 


Outstanding Grower of Hybrid Corn 


Illinois Man, Who $

EL PASO, Ill, Sept. 12. 
HEN in fullness of time, the 
final reckoning is made and 
honors are awarded for serv- 
ices rendered, it will be spoken 
of Lester Pfister,-as the measure 
of his deserving, that when there 
was fear of a corn famine in the 
land he made two grains to grow 
where one had grown before and 
thereby earned the blessing that 
belongs to one who proves him- 
self a benefactor to his generation 
and to generations yet unborn. 
Lester Pfister is one of the men, 
who, more than 25 years ago, faced 
the fact of diminishing corn pro- 
duction due to loss of soil fertility 
and did something about it. What 
they set out to do was to im- 
prove upon nature’s haphazard 
way of fertilizing seed which 
worked very well in virgin soil 
but failed with the gradual im- 
Ppairment of the soil. 
Hybridization, the crossing of 
selected strains, was known to be 
the answer—if it could be ac- 
complished, It would take years 
of patient résearch and thousands 
of experimental cross-polinizations. 
There were men who had faith 
that the thing could be done and 
willingness to spend themselves 
in doing it. One of them was 


Henry Wallace. Another was Les- 


‘ ter Pfister. What Henry Wallace 


accomplished gave greater glory 
to him and to Iowa. What Lester 
Pfister wrought brought honor to 
him and to Illinois. 

This is the story~of Lester Pfis- 
ter, the Illinois farm boy who 
made two grains of corn grow 
where only one had grown before 
and gained such fame as is re- 
served for those who serve their 
fellow men. Along the way he 
made a fortune too, but that is 
beside the point, for it is Lester 
Pfister’s favorite saying that life 
is too short to spend time making 
money, 

Lester, born four miles south- 
east of here, was 8 years old when 
his father died in 1905. There were 
four other children between the 
ages of six months and 11 years. 
After the inevitable farm sale and 
the payment of debts his mother 
had $3000, on the interest from 
which the family lived. 

When Lester was 14 he went to 
work as a farm hand for a neigh- 
bor, Arch Haas, for $30 a month, 
boarding at home. When he was 
18 he and. his hrother, Lloyd, 21 
years old, took over one of his 
grandfather’s farms, 120 acres, 
raising corn and feeding it to 
their hogs. When he married 
Helen Vogel in 1924, he rented the 
same farm and operated it for 
three years and then, mortgaging 
everything that he owned, bought 
it in 1930 for $225 an acre, Three 
years later, with the depression 
in full swing, its value had shrunk 
to $125 an acre. 

Back in 1925 he had begun ex- 
perimenting with inbred poliniza- 
tion which was later to develop 
into cross-fertilization. His only 
explanation is that he was always 
inquisitive and, seeing that better 
and more corn was needed, wanted 
to see what he could do to in- 
crease the quantity and improve 


the quality. 
* 
| remembered date, that he began 

his experimentation with the 
knowledge that it would be six 
years at least, before he could ex- 
pect returns, if any, from his in- 
vestments of time and toil and 
devotion. 

At first it was inbreeding, which 
meant developing selected lines 
by fertilizing the silks with pollen 
from the same plants, which 
tended to eliminate the weak- 
nesses. As a result of the experi- 
mentation of Pfister and others 
there are now 20 inbred lines in 
the country. 

The: next step was the creation 
of hybrids by cross-breeding the 
inbreds year after year, gaining 
vigor along with the elimination 
of weaknesses. 

The procedure is to plant two 
rows of one inbred strain and 


T was on July 21, 1925, a .well- 


alongside these plant four rows of ° 


another inbred. At the right time 
the four rows are detasseled, per- 
mitting the silks of those rows to 
be polinated from the tassels of 
the two rows. This results in 
cross-bred kernels of quality and 
quantity as determined by the 
abundance, an increased yield of 
15 to 25 per cent, soundness, size 
and uniformity of the ears at 
maturity. 

The chief merit of hybrid corn 
is that, because of its vigor, it 
wil go through the drouths that 
are the farmers’ greatest dread, 
and stand up in the windstorms 
that level the taller and less re- 
sistant stalks that are grown from 
open polination. So that, in a 
year, the stalks grown from hy- 
brid seed will produce. twice to 
four times as much corn as can 
be. gathered from open-polinated 
fields. 

Farmers, accustomed te getting 
their seed free by saving the best 
ears of this year’s crop for next 
spring’s planting, had to be shown 
that hybrid seed would do what

Pfister claimed it would. They 
were shown through the years 
by being permitted to share in 
the experimentation with seed 
supplied by him and with careful 
noting of results. When the farm- 
ers were convinced of the virtue 
of the seed, there was another 
hitch. They were frankly told that 
they could not pick hybrid seed 
from their own fields for next 
year’s replanting without losing 
all that had been gained in qual- 
ity and quantity, for in that case 
there would be a throw-back to 
one or the other of the parents 
and the planter would be right 
back where he started. What it 
meant was that farmers had to 
buy commercial hybrid seed for 
each year’s planting. It sounded 
to them like a city slicker trying 
to put something over on them. 
They were sold on it, however, 
when they saw the results. 
2. @ -@ 

N OW that they have been 
shown, the farmers are fully 
sold on hybrid seed. Nearly 

all of them buy from Pfister, the 

biggest individual grower in the 
country, or some other hybrid 
producer and do not grumble 
about feeding to the hogs the best 
ears that were formerly saved for 
seed, Selling the seed is the easiest 
part of it. Pfister’s real problem 
is producing it in the right quan- 
tity and quality. In the face of 
strong competition he has to keep 
the costs down. This he does by 
inventing and manufacturing in 
his own shops heavy mechanical 
equipment for replacing Wherever 
possible hand labor in the various 
processes — planting, detasseling, 
harvesting, sorting, drying, shell- 
ing, grading, storage and delivery 

—on the six farms, 1080 acres, of 

his own, and the 59 farms, 4800 

acres, which are operated under 

contracts with the owners. 

The essential equipment in- 
cludes five huge four-row pickers, 
invented and built by him, each 
of which picks as much in 20 
minutes as a man could pick in a 
day; 40 detasseling machines, each 
carrying 12 persons who, working 
12 rows at a time, can do three 
times as much work as they could 
if they walked between the rows. 

Raising and processing hybrid 
seed is definitely big business, as 
carried on in the seven processing 
and storage buildings which cost 
more than $600,000. Of the 107 
year-round employes, 70 have been 
with the company for 8 to 10 
years and some for 16 years, and 
as they have helped build the busi- 
ness they have the assurance that 
they can keep working as long as 
they want to. Pfister’s own land, 
on the basis of present valuation, 
is worth $350,000 to $400,000; His 
processing plant, in operation, is 
‘worth $600,000, but if it ever closes 
down it will not be worth more 
than 10 cents on the dollar be-

For the detasseling season of 
about four weeks Pfister employs 
hundreds of high school boys and 
girls and college students home 
for vacation. 
ber was 1100. At harvest time 
about 250 men and women are em- 
ployed, mostly at sorting. 

It is a question whether Lester 
Pfister, at his attained age of 52 
(5 feet 9, 126 pounds), is greatest 
as a grower of hybrid corn or as 
an inventor and master mechanic. 
It is a case of how happy he could 
be with one if the other were 
away. He gets along pretty well 
with both, making them serve 
each other. He is true to the soil 
which first claimed him but not 
less true to the machinery that 
enchants him, caring the more for 
it because it serves him in getting 
the best out of the soil. It is for 
that purpose that he invents and 
builds. He might make another 
fortune in the manufacture and 
sale of machinery, but he is not 
in that business. Sometimes he 
takes out patents on his inven- 
tions and sometimes he doesn’t, 
for he looks upon patents as a 
bother, good for nothing except to 
invite lawsuits. He had a patent 
on his big pickers, but when the 
war came along and there was 
need of increased production he 
released it, so that anybody who
